HE SUGGESTED THAT SINCE THE STATE COMMITTEE ON RADIO AND TELEVISION W 
AS 

INVOLVED AS WELL AS THE MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATIONS IT WOULD 
BE DESIRABLE EOR THE EMBASSY TO PRESENT THE MATTER IN AN OFFICIAL 
NOTE TO MEA. EMBOEFS EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR THIS ADVICE 
AND NOTED THAT THIS ACTION WOULD SEEM APPROPRIATE IN LIGHT OE 
LAST YEAR'S EXPERIENCE WITH EREQUENCY CONFLICT OF 173 KHZ ON 
WHICH SOVIETS HAD SUBMITTED OFFICIAL NOTE TO EMBASSY, AND WHICH 
WAS SUBSEQUENTLY SATISFACTORILY RESOLVED.
